“SNAPS” For Greenhouse Forcing 


Snapdragon being one of the leading Florist Greenhouse crops, we have followed very closely the develop- 
ment of the Winter Flowering or Forcing type and offer the following approved varieties. 


There are mainly three classes of Snapdragons; early, intermediate 
and spring flowering. The early varieties will ower much better in 
the North during winter months under low-light intensity and low 
temperatures, whereas planted in the South, with more light, they 
set buds earlier and do not make as large a spike. Second-early or 
intermediates are fairly good for winter, but better after “Mums, 
and the late or spring flowering varieties, which are stronger growing 
and more vegetative, should be used only after “Mums”. First 
sowings are generally made between June 15th and July 10th, and 
selection of varieties made‘ according to locality and climatic condi- 
tions. Sowing of seed in Summer should be done in the coolest and 
shadiest spot available, and with good circulation of air. The soil for 
growing should be porous and well drained. Raised benches are 
preferable to ground beds for winter crop. High nutrition, especially 
Nitrogen, and water combined during the dark days should be 
avoided as the results will be soft growth and off-colored shattery 
flowers. 


Becoming more popular each year is the single-stem culture, used 
almost entirely in the growing of Stocks. This method produces 
better quality and more uniform spikes as the vigor and strength of 
the plant are devoted to one flower spike. Do not make sowings, 
however, for single-stem culture until after Mid-August, for with the 
light days of early Fall plants bloom too short. Sowings can be made 
periodically through the Fall and Winter. Where this method is used 
seed can be sowed a month later than plants that are pinched for the 
same blooming time. This method takes just a few more seeds and 
plants, but the results of the higher quality crop will more than 
repay. A spacing of 4 x 6 inches is used. 


In the early pink and rose shades, Christmas Cheer is the finest 
rose-pink. Dorcas Jane illustrated in color on the cover, is a 
beautiful light pink, slightly larger flower than Mary Ellen and a 
little earlier, having a clean habit of growth and fine long spikes. 
Maryland Pink and Mary Ellen the last named illustrated in 
color on the cover, are excellent light pinks. Better Times is a 
deep American Beauty rose. These five are first-cross hybrids from 
known parentage; excellent early varieties and give maximum pro- 
duction in the winter months. Yoder’s No. 33, an early long 
stemmed medium rose pink of Mary Ellen type and Ball’s Early 
Pink are also in the early pink class. 


In the next or intermediate type, the most popular are the old 
standby Cheviot Maid Reselected and Delworth Supreme, the 
finest Cheviot Maid selection today. Also popular are Rose Queen, 
Gilbert’s Pink Supreme, La France and Daybreak. Most of this 
group can be planted for winter flowering but the early sorts are 
more productive in our latitude during the dark winter days. 


For after ““Mums’’, Peggy Schumann is a fine rose with heavy 
stems and fine spikes, as is Light Pink Peggy is another. Marie 
Louise and St. Louis Pink are both fine light pinks. America, 
New Cincinnati, with its fine long spike, fit in here. 


In the early whites, Koester’s White and White Wonder 
Improved are early pure whites, the latter slightly heavier. Mar- 
garet, illustrated in color on the cover, is considered by most growers 


to be the finest winter white on the market, a fine winter blooming 
white with long spike having same type growth as Mary Ellen pink, 
but slightly earlier and closer set ivory white spike. Schlegel’s 
White is another wonderful early white with a long tapering spike. 
Next in earliness are Feist’s White, a true sport of Cheviot Maid 
Pink, and Peace. Lucky Strike Improved is a popular pure white, 
growing three to four feet with full spike of flowers. It blooms earlier 
than the original. Still grown by many for early, mid-season and 
late. Early Westover White Fringed is a selection of this late sort. 
For after “Mums or Spring Flowering, Marion White, Snow 
White, Junglewood White and White Peggy Schumann. Also 
a new all double variety Snowdrift which is a fine novelty and 
should be sowed only to follow ‘“‘Mums” for spring flowering. 


In the yellows, the earliest are Yellow Wonder, Ceylon Court, 
dark selection which is heavier and darker, and Goldie which re- 
sembles a shorter Ceylon Court. Schlegel’s Yellow produces a good 
spike, although lighter in color. Frances Schlegel is a deep golden 
yellow having a good stem and spike. Gilbert’s Yellow, fits in 
here as it resembles Ethel but has a sturdier stem and freer 
branching habit topped by a quality spike. Carol Jean has a 
larger flower and is slightly lighter than Ethel which remains the 
most popular yellow on the market although a little later to flower. 
To follow “Mums” are Sunray, Yellow Peggy Schumann, 
Coates’ Yellow, Klondyke Supreme and Junglewood Yellow. 
Witterstaetter’s Yellow, is a fine new introduction for after 
“Mum” planting and is far superior to many we are growing today, 
having a longer spike. larger flowers and a deep yellow color. Vig- 
orous non-grassy growth. 


In the bronzes, the finest early is Lady Dorothy, a new reddish 
bronze Suntan and Sunlite, both early but considerably lighter 
in color. Afterglow, which is slightly later and heavier, still 
is very popular. Gilbert’s Bronze Beauty fits in here with its long 
spike. Bronze Christmas Cheer, not as early as its name implies, 
is an open pollinated variety of heavier growth. Talisman, a nearly 
alledouble, is a retail novelty and an early bloomer. For after 
““Mums”’, there are Glorious, an intense Afterglow color, Ideal 
Improved, Miss Wooster, Bronze Peggy Schumann and Wit- 
terstaetter’s Bronze, a clear golden bronze of this year’s intro- 
duction, with a large well spaced spike, that can be pinched low. 


In the Reds an excellent new variety is Shisler’s Red, which 
blooms as early as our earliest whites and pinks being, a glowing 
wine-red, 100% true to color, uniform growth with an excellent 
stem free of grass. If sown July 5th and pinched September 15th, 
it will bloom from Thanksgiving on. For after “Mums” Velvet 
Supreme, a scarlet-crimson, and longer spiked Velvet Beauty 
are popular, being joined by Schumann’s Velvet Red. 


In the lilacs or lavenders, Windmiller Lilac is the earliest, al- 
though not a winter producer. Witterstaetter’s Orchid, a large 
well spaced spike, with a very rich and even orchid color. Good 
grower, can be pinched low, a mid-season variety. Ball Lavender 
and Schumann’s Lavender, are later and to be planted after 
““Mums”™ as all in this class should be. 


Varieties followed by (X) are sold in 14 trade pkts. at 60c each. 
Varieties preceded by a star (*) are best for early winter flowering.

Calceolaria Hybrida 


These Make Wonderful Plants for Easter or Mother’s Day 


For Calceolarias, use a mixture of loam, leafmold and sharp sand. 
This mixture is suitable both for the seed pans and the pots into 
which the seedlings, when ready, should be planted. Perfect drainage 
is important. Calceolaria seed being very fine the seeding should 
be done with great care and it is suggested that one use a sheet of 
white paper on which a tablespoon of white sand is distributed. Then 
shake the seed on top of this sand and mix thoroughly. Then, sprinkle 
this mixture on the soil of the seed pan, dusting surface with a little 
fine sand, cover with a sheet of glass and place in the shade. For 
moisture, immerse the pans in water. As the seedlings come up lift 
them carefully when quite small and prick them off into a flat allow- 
ing two inches square for each plant. It is important that the leaves 
of one plant should never be allowed to overlap those of another or 
decay will probably result. When established in pots shift them into 
the larger size. At the last shift give them some manure water, not 
too strong, about once a week.
